HE Number of the Malefactors, their 
high Station in Life, the great Eclat they 
have made in the World, the ſtrange 

Crimes they have been charged with, 
| the great Hopes they entertain'd of car- 
ry ing on ther Iniquity with a high Hand, without 
Fear of Puniſnment, eſpecially from that Quar- 
ter from whende their Deſtruction eame, and the 
Sutldenneſs of their Trial and Execution, has no 
doubt rais'd in the Publick a laudable Curiofity to 
be particularly inform'd of their Behaviour in their 
laſt Moments, which I ſhall} endeavour to gratify 
with as much Impartiality as I am capable of; but 
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as their Number exceeded Five Hundred, and they 


were fo ſhort while under my Care, I cannot pre-

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Subject with the naked Eye, that the cotrupted 
Puſcle appeared plain chro' the outward Skin, and 
chat they were very large and thick ſet: They ap- 
peared ſo plain, that any body might have diſco- 

ver'd the corrupted Matter flowing in Streams, 
which the Patient had not Aedreſs enough to con- 
ceal; when I had ſurvey d it long enough with my 
naked Eye, I put on my Glaſſes, in order to trace 
this ugly Diſeaſe to its Fountain Head; I could 
eaſily diſcern that this was not the natural State of
